Just thought I'd add my perspective onto Hank's comments and report on what I 
came home with. 


Left Houston about 3am and rolled into the parking lot about 6:45am. 


R390's: I spotted three by the time I made my first lap. By second lap, two 
were sold (one had $250 on it, no idea what other one went for) and one 
not-so-hot looking one left for $200. Decided it was too ratty for my 
inexperianced fingers. It sold by 7:45am. 


Lots of Hallicrafters stuff, including three really nasty S-38's. One came 
home with me for cheap to sit on my desk at work so I can show the other 
rocket scientists a tube radio when they look at the schematics pinned above 
my desk. It works, will need some minor surgery and a complete repaint job. 
Any hints on how to reletter the thing? 


Lots of junk. One guy had a whole trailerful and said "I'll make it cheap 
enough you cannot live without it." Bought two "Sprite" muffin fans for a 
buck. Also bought an equipment rack for $10 with odd-ball stuff in it. 
Unfortunately, The rack stuff I want to put into it is about 1.5" too long. 
Ugh! I also came home with a whole mess of crystals for my Drake 2-B. All 
non-ham band, and since I wanted to get the Drake on SW BC, fine with me! 
(so if you need an odd-ball crystal, drop me a line I may have one for you.) 


I also came home with what I am told is an R-366/TRR-5, but I haven't 


confirmed that yet. No hints yet as to mfg/exact id, as I just lugged it 
upstairs and that is it. The person I bought it from handed me a peice of 
paper on it which tells all about it from, ta da!, the Boatanchors list. 
Perhaps I bought it from a listmember? Looks really well made, and has the 
coils in a turret that rotate when you change them, sort of like a rotary 
NC-100A band-change-scheme. 


For $3 a bag I made 
sure each bag had two tubes I needed and figured if half of them are duds I 
am still ahead. In my book, the tubes were plenty and reasonable.

Thanks for the comprehensive report Hank. I arrived within a few seconds of 
7:00 a.m. and it didn't take me long to realize I was a tad late. I sawa 
couple of R390A's sold for cash. Looked to be about $100 for both. The 
vendor tried to explain the problems with them, but the buyer was 
uninterested and insisted on consummating the transaction. 


There was lots of Drake 4 gear with pricing ranging from $90 for an RAC in 
decent condition, (although cabinet paint was somewhat weathered) and $200 
for a repainted TR4C to $450 or so for a TRACW in what appeared to be good 
condition. 


The R390's seemed to go fast, so I guess they must have been reasonably 
priced. Some guy had four or five R390A's he picked up "at the base this 
morning". He wasn't selling them, though. He planned to take them home and 
check them out first. I did manage to pick up an R390A in real nice 
condition, complete with meters, top cover (sans bottom cover) and manual 
for $150. It's an Amelco 35064-P6-62, S/N 1310 (for whoever keeps up with 
such things). Just about everything appears to work on it, except the 13 MHz 


range is dead (the only dead range). The PTO linearity diverges about 8 kHz 
from one end of the band to the other... don't know whether tuning will 
correct that or not. All filter positions seem to work fine although I 
suspect the crystal filter could use some tweaking in the 100 kHz position. 
The only other thing of note is that the original RT510 9-pin whatever was 
replaced by a couple of 5-watt power resistors plugged into the 9-pin 
socket. Oh yeah, it has the usual assortment of scratchy pots, dirty 
switches and such. And, of course, I'll have to keep my distance from the 
meters. ;-) Can somebody refresh my memory of what works well for 
connecting to the funky antenna connector? Or does anyone have surplus 
R390A RF input mating connectors? 


Only other I picked up was a filthy Heathkit Apache for $25. It's missing 
what I'd guess to be the modulator tubes... the two octal tubes near the 
middle of the chassis... I'd appreciate knowing what kind they should be. 
Otherwise the Apache appears complete, although the mode switch is frozen 
and all of the dial linkages and things are broken. Anybody got suggestions 
on fixing some of the unique linkages? Even after a bath and general 
overhaul, this Apache will never win a show prize, due to corrosion and 
such, but I expect that it will eventually be usable with my heretofore 
lonely SB-10 phasing adapter. Oh yeah.., anybody willing to copy an Apache 
manual for me? 


Glad I went to Belton. I'd been looking for an R-390A and an Apache for a 
while. There was lots of stuff, just not many of the things I was looking 
for. I was hoping to find some knobs, but I only ran across one box of 
‘em..., and I'd already picked through that box earlier in the month at the 
Weatherford hamfest. Didn't see much mil gear (besides R-390's) this time 
at Belton either. BTW, the ratty BC-221-M Hank mentioned had a power switch 
added to the front panel and carried a price tag of $15, although the seller 
said he'd take $10. 


Just remembered that one of the latecoming vendors showed up with a not too 
clean B&W 5100 and sideband adapter for $275. I also think he had a dirty 
Hallicrafters Super Defiant... didn't ask the price. He had a few other 
things I don't remember, all of it pricey. 


Funniest thing I saw was a fair condition Knight StarRoamer for $65. It had 
a non-original main tuning knob, which uniquely identified it as the same 
StarRoamer I saw at Lawton, OK last weekend for, I believe, $45. BTW, I was 
tremendously disappointed in the Lawton hamfest... I came back empty.

The LM-21, on the other hand, is like brand new inside and out. It's 
really amazing to look at this thing, with it's 1960 refurbishment tag 
and fairly modern caps, and see a 77, 6A7, and 76. 


On the Megacycle Meter, somebody let the vacuum out of the 955 acorn in 
the head. That rascal is soldered in place. A lot of work with a 
solder sucker, then walking around the pins with a soldering iron, and 
it finally came out. Fortunately, the terminals they used are side 
v-notch type, so once it got the tube walking over in some of the 
notches, it came out fairly easily.

I took a spin up to Belton this morning, arriving just before 7AM, and 
took a walk around. 


HRO, WWII vintage, with coils---already had been sold. 
A bunch of rather ratty looking R390's, but complete, cases and meters. 


Didn't get price. 


HQ129X's by the numbers. I saw at least four, ranging from ratty-tatty 
to reasonable good, all in the $75-$100 range. 


An S-20R, seen walking out the door---I didn't see it for sale. Noises 
about having paid $35 for it. 


S40's by the numbers---one plain S40, and I think two S40A's, all 
$75-$90, and sitting there when I left. 


S38 family---there were several, ranging from tatty to horrible. An 
S-38A and S38C were marked $40 the pair, and sat there. 


Hammarlund SP-400, in rack with power supply, $250. 
A very tatty SX-43, put aside with "sold" on it. 


There were a bunch of other Hallicrafters half moon dial sets, but I 
don't do Hallicrafters, so can really tell one from another. Looked 
like SX-100 or so. 


Also some later Hammarlund small HQ's. There was a clean HQ-170, and I 
heard noises about $100 negotiable, but it was there when I left. 


RME DB-22 preselector, complete but filthy, $50. I passed on that one. 


URM25 signal generator, nice and clean, with all the goodies. $100. I 
decided to wait a bit, and when I went back, it was gone. 


The nicest looking WV98C VoltOhmyst I ever saw, in a "leather" carrying 
case. Didn't get price, but it went quickly. 


Filthy dirty BC-221 and nice clean LM-21, both with cal books. The 221 
has a homebrew power supply in the battery compartment. The LM-21 has 

tags indicating that it was refurbished and recalibrated by the Navy in 
1960. Agreed to climb in my pickup for a total of $20. 


HP-428B DC clip-on milliameter (goes to 10 amps DC). Has a 1995 
E-systems cal sticker on it. Joined the Freak Meters for another $25. 
It has a Ralph Nader "No operator serviceable components inside" 
alongside a "fuses inside" note marking on it. Definitely "late 
firebottle" style. 


Griddips. I saw a reasonable good Millen 90651 with coils, and paid 
too much for it. The guy then produced a nice clean not-working 
Measurements 59 Megacycle meter, also with coils, for a little more 
money, so both climbed in my pickup for the ride home. I am now 


swimming in dips---both of these are much better than the Eico, 
although both don't go down into AM broadcast and IF range, which the 
Eico does. 


I won't mention the small blue box made in Beaverdam Ore. for use in 
tweaking up scopes. It has a funny oblong cover on the back with "Q3" 
stenciled alongside it, and the box is full of other "Q" and "D" 
designations. Cost $$$$. 


Very few Tek scopes this time---a 506, a 465B, and some wildly 
overpriced 7000's, and lots of 7000 plug-ins, all for prices. I had 
in mind a nice 547, but the only round CRT scopes had funny labels on 
them from makers in California, Michigan, Ohio, etc. There weren't 
even any Dumonts around. 


The guy with the trailer full of junk showed up as usual, with a supply 
of junk. He hit the jackpot this time. A Junk Jeep Generator sitting 
right in the middle of his trailer, no covers, and looking rather 
forlorn and the worse for wear. Didn't get asking price. 


The usual computer junk was around---just enough of it to be a bit 
annoying.

It is a fascinating system; however my experience with Cosmos PTO's is 
somewhat limited. Although it would certainly be easier to adjust for 
linearity (ie without taking the PTO apart) than the original Collins 
design, I wonder how it worked in practice. My anecdotal evidence 
suggests that Cosmos PTO's have a bad reputation. And I know from 
experience that they are mechanically inferior to the Collins and Motorola 
units.

One of my two 390A's has the Cosmos PTO, the other a unit of Motorola 
manufacture. I can't really complain about the Cosmos unit.. after an end 
point adjustment, all (well, many..) 1khz points were checked across the 1Mhz 
range and were found to be within 200hz. 


The Motorola unit seems to fare a bit worse with respect to linearity, although 
I have not embarked on any adjustment procedures with it yet. 


Two more weeks till moving day.. Then I can finally start unpacking the above 
and 150 more boxes full of Ham and general BA related stuff!

"A coil set for my National RAS has the name McWaid scratched in one of the 


aluminum coil covers. I am wondering if this was the name of a ship in one of the 
armed forces during WWII." 


More likely it is the name of a bored radioman on the midwatch, who, in search of 
something to do, left his signature on his equipment. 


I have seen this done many times on the back sides of screwed on label plates on 
submarines, both on equipment identification label plates , and also on those for 


controls and switches on control panels. 


I can imagine that this posting might generate a flurry of tweaker activity to see 
if any of our boatanchors are "signature" models!

Hi Folks... 


Bought a new radio today and Belton and went to try it out. As I always do, 
checked the tubes and caps for shorts and looked for visual damage. Found 
none. 


Plugged it into my GFCI as I always do with any peice of equipment new to my 
abode, hit the power-on switch and xclickx, off went the GFCI. Upon 
headscratching and further investigation, I found that the line cord had 

been replaced (as evidenced by electrical tape near the connector which I 
don't think would have passed military inspection) was incorrectly wired: 

the neutral wire was hooked to the chassis, and the ground wire was being 
used as the neutral. In that configuration, the possibility existed for that 
chassis to give a shock. GFCI's are cheap [like $9] compared to a hospital 
bill from a nasty shock. (I don't think my HMO ox [McInsurance becuase it is 


fast-food-medicine, y'know, at the McClinic], doesn't cover old radio 
shocks!)
